Prize nutter at the New Y o r k State 
Fair. 
William V. S. Beekman, of Saugerties, New 
York, who received the Aret prize on butter at 
the late New York State Fair, communicates 
to the Tribune his process of butter-making, 
from which we extract the following points 
Jersey Cows—It is im portant to keep the 
best stock one’s means will allow. 
Selected 
native cows are good, grade Jerseys are better, 
but pure Jerseys are unapproachable for mak­ 
ing “ gilt edged” butter. 
Feed Well—A i to quality, the fwd I give 
Is the very best, and in quantity unstinted. 
No brewer’s slops, buckwheat bran, oat straw, 
and other trash of like character, but the 
brightest of early cut clover hay, corn meal 
and roots, such as carrots, parsnips and sugar 
beets for winter, and an abandanee of soiling 
crops through the summer, in addition to pas­ 
ture. 
With rodder com, two quarts corn meal 
and a little hay twice a day, I have beeu abld 
to make superior butter through the hottest 
weather. 
Stanchions Best—My cows have beeu iu 
stanchions for a year past. 
I have experi­ 
mented with various kinds of stalls, but find 
stanchions keep them iu a more cleanly con­ 
dition than loose stalls. 
The platform u|X>n 
which they stand should lie elevated a foot 
above the floor. 
The gutter in rear is eigh­ 
teen Incites or more wide,a n ^ about two inches 
below the floor. 
I think such a gutter better 
than the very nnrrov: end deep ones. 
Winter Feed—My bill of faro for winter is 
twenty pounds clover hay, one peck roots, and 
four quarts tine corn meal. 
That will be the 
average; if any cow wishes more she shall 
have it. 
A good cow always pays for what 
she eats. 
Milking—Before milking, the stables are 
cleaned out, and some absorbents, such as dry 
earth, muck or plaster, sprinkled iii the gutter. 
F'resli straw, also, In the stalls. 
It is an ex­ 
cellent idea to cut Gip straw with a fodder 
cutter, as there Is less waste, aud the manure 
is more easily handled. 
The cows are then 
brushed otf, and their bags sponged with tepid 
wuter, lest any dirt cleaving to ‘them should 
fall into tile milk. 
Each cow’s milk H at once 
strained into a forty quart cun, two thick­ 
nesses of thin muslin boing over the month of 
tim can, so as to catch all particles of dirt. 
Care of Milk--The milk is then taken to the 
spring-bouse and poured into the deep caus, 
which are then floated in the spring for from 
thirty-six to forty-eight hours before being 
skimmed. 
After eighteen months’ trial I ain 
convinced that no oilier system can compare 
with the deep cans. 
August of 1872 was no 
ted for the Intense heat aud violent thunder 
showers, but it had no eflect whatever upon 
milk set in deep cans in cold water. 
I was 
able to make ju-<t as firm butter in August as 
iii June or October. 
The bitter cold of last 
winter was also powerless to affect the milk. 
In fact, it is June all the. year round for the 
but ter-maker who uses deep cans. 
The tem­ 
perature of my spring is lieiwaen forty aud 
fifty degrees at all seasons. 
How Churned—Tho cream Is churned sweet, 
three times a week, in an old-fashioned dash- 
cliurii. 
The temporal are of Hie cream is rais­ 
ed f»j setting the can into a tub containing 
water at uboul seventy degrees, the cream fre­ 
quently stirred until at the desired tcui|>era- 
ture, sixty-two degrees. 
A very good ther­ 
mometer, made for the purpose, co**'.* only 
twenty-five cents. 
Working B atter—After churning from half 
an hour to forty minutes, the butter ought to 
have conic, and tile skies of the churn ara 
then washed down, aud the Gutter gathered. 
I take out eight or nine pounds iii the Itowl, 
and wash once rapidly iu water,to take out the 
bulk of milk. 
The work is finished on a low- 
oak table, slightly inclined, with a groove 
round the edge to carry oil' the whey. 
The 
butter is carefully pressed, not gashed, aud all 
the milk aud moisture soaked up with a thin 
muslin cloth, which I like much better than a 
sponge. 
TIm proc OSS is continued until the 
butter is dry. 
Salting—Ashton salt is used; It has a suuwy 
w hiteness and sparkle winch no American salt 
seems to possess. 
It is sifted through a flue 
reive, and weighed, one-half ounce to a pound 
of bulter. 
Good butter ought to have so de­ 
cided a flavor of its own, that salt needs to be 
added simply to preserve the flavor. 
The but­ 
ter is then spread out thin aud smooth upon 
the table, and a little salt at a time sifted upon 
it, each time being carefully mixed and press­ 
ed out smooth. 
After being thoroughly, but 
very carefully worked, it is packed in earthen 
jars in summer, aud oaken tubs iu winter, and 
skipped to private customers iii New York. — 
Going by nisrtit boat in summer, the butter 
does not sutler from the heat. 
I do not like 
to use ice in any way, as it seem* to deterio­ 
rate the flavor. 
It will be noticed that I work 
butter but once. 
That is enough, and if it is 
properly done, there is no danger of its tieing 
streaked. 
The second working only .injures 
the grain and gives a greasy appearance. 
„ Does it Pay ?—'There is a very errouious 
opinion entertained by the uninitiated that 
Hie high prices which extra butter brings, 
must be very remunerative, and the remark is 
often made to me, “ You mast be getting rich 
fast, making butter ut sixty-five cents a 
pound." 
But next winter these same mea 
will fie feeding their cows unsalable hay, oat 
straw, and such trash, at a cost not to exceed 
twenty cents a day, when my bill of fare ani’ts 
to over billy cents |R*r diem for each aud ev­ 
ery cow I feed. 
These seemingly high prices 
are in reality only a moderate teiurn upon a 
large investment. 
This grade of butter is al­ 
ways made in the neighborhood of large cities, 
where land is valuable, labor high, and farm 
products bring a correspondingly high [price. 
Besides, the class of men who make this but­ 
ter are of a superior order to farmers in gene­ 
ral, their tastes are more expensive, and their 
enterprise entities mein to better pay. 
Where 
all the labor Is hired, I doubt if any money is 
made with balter at seventy-five cents per 
pound. 
.Surprise is often expressed that I 
make my own butter. 
“ What, a man make 
butter!’* 
Certainly; why not! 
It is hard 
work, too hard for a woman who has the ca res 
of a family. 
In conclusion, I would say that the making 
of truly "gilt-edged” butter may be ranked 
among the fine arts, and a certain degree of 
enthusiasm is essential to success. 
Patience 
and perseverance are of course implied. 
Tim 
market w ill never be glutted with good but­ 
ter any more than Hie work! will be over­ 
stocked with fine paintings and sculpture. 


A H i n t t o O r c h a r d i s t s .

Second, tho St>‘iz*nberg; this 
brings about the same price as the Green­ 
ing, and is nearly as valuable for cooking.— 
The Baldwin aud the different kinds of sour 
Russets come next. 
Of course the New town 
Pippin stands at the head of the list in price, 
when handsome enough for shipping to Eng­ 
land, but of late years the quantity of hand­ 
some, first quality Newtown Pippins is rather 
small. 
Early llorvest, Porter, Fail Pippin, 
and similar kinds, are popular in their season, 
bul the leading winter varieties that we have 
mentioned always command 
remunerative 
prices.

William V. S. Beekraan, of Saugerties, Netv 
York, who received the first prize on butter at 
the late New York State Fair, communicates 
to the Tribune bis process of butter-making, 
from wliick we extract tbe following pointB: 
Jersey Cows—It Í3 important to keep the 
best stock one’s means will allow. 
Selected 
native cows arc good, grade Jerseys are better, 
but pure Jerseys are unapproachable for mak­ 
ing ‘ ‘ gilt edged” butter. 
Feed Well—A s to quality, the food 1 give 
is the very best, and in quantity unstinted. 
No brewer’s slops, buckwheat bran, oat straw, 
and other trash of like character, but the 
brightest of early cut clover hay, coru meal 
and roots, such as carrots, parsnips and sugar 
beets for winter, and an abandanee of soiling 
crops through the summer, iu addition to pas­ 
ture. 
With rodder corn, two quarts corn meal 
and a little hay twice a day, I have been ablé 
to make superior butter through the hottest 
weather. 
Stanchions Best—My cows have been in 
stanchions for a year past. 
I have experi­ 
mented with various kinds of stalls, but find 
stanchions keep them in a more cleanly con­ 
dition than loose stalls. 
The platform upon 
which they stand should bo elevated a foot 
above the floor. 
The gutter in rear is eigh­ 
teen inches or more wide, am¿ about two inches 
below the floor. 
I think such a gutter better 
than the very narrow and deep ones. 
Winter I eed—My bill of fare for winter is 
twenty pounds clover hay, one peck roots, and 
four quarts tine corn meal. 
That will be the 
average; if any cow wishes more she shall 
have it. 
A good cow always pays for what 
she eats. 
Milking—Before milking, the stables are 
cleaned out, and some absorbents, such as dry 
earth, muck or plaster, sprinkled in the gutter. 
Fresh straw, also, in the stalls. 
It is an ex­ 
cellent idea to cut the straw with a fodder 
cutter, as there is less waste, and the manure 
is more easily handled. 
The cows are then 
brushed oil', and their bags sponged with tepid 
water, lest any dirt cleaving to "them should 
fall into the milk. 
Each cow’s milk is At once 
strained into a forty quart can, two thick­ 
nesses of thin muslin being over the mouth of 
the can, so as to catch all particles of dirt. 
Care of Milk—The milk is then taken to the 
spring-house and poured into the deep caus, 
which are then floated in the spring for from 
thirty-six to forty-eight hours before being 
skimmed. 
After eighteen months’ trial I am 
convinced that no other system can compare 
with ilie deep can3. 
August of 1872 was no 
ted for the intense boat and violent thunder 
showers, but it had no effect whatever upon 
milk set in deep cans in cold water. 
I was 
able to make just as firm butter in August as 
in June or October. 
The hitter cold of last 
winter was also powerless to affect the milk. 
In fact, it is June all the yo»r round for the 
butter-maker who uses deep cans. 
The tem­ 
perature of my spring is between forty and 
fifty degrees at all seasons. 
How Churned—The cream is churned sweet, 
three times a week, iu an old-fashioned da3h- 
churn. 
The temperature of the cream is rais­ 
ed by setting the can into a tub containing 
water at about seventy degrees, the cream fre­ 
quently stirred until at Hie desired tempera­ 
ture, sixty-two degrees. 
A very good ther­ 
mometer, made for the purpose, costs only 
twenty-five cents. 
Working Butter—After churning from half 
an hour to forty minutes, the butter ought to 
have come, and the sides of the churn are 
then washed down, and the butter gathered. 
I take out eight or nine pounds in the bowl, 
and wash once rapidly iu water, to take out the 
bulk of milk. 
The work is finished on a low 
oak table, slightly Inclined, with a groove 
round the edge to carry oil' the whey. 
The 
butter is carefully pressed, not gashed, and all 
the milk aud moisture soaked up with a thin 
muslin cloth, which I like much better titan a 
sponge. 
The process is continued until the 
butter is dry. 
Salting—Ashton salt is used; it lias a suowy 
whiteness and sparkle which no American salt 
seems to possess. 
It is sifted through a fine 
seive, and weighed, one-half ounce to a pound 
of butter. 
Good buttsr ought to have so de­ 
cided a flavor of its own, tlmt salt needs to be 
added simply to preserve the flavor. 
The but­ 
ter is then spread out thin and smooth upon 
the table, and a little salt at a time sifted upon 
it, each time being carefully mixed and press­ 
ed out smooth. 
After being thoroughly, but 
very carefully worked, it is packed in earthen 
jars in summer, aud oaken tubs in winter, and 
shipped to private customers in New York. — 
Going by night boat in summer, the butter 
does not suffer from the heat. 
I do not like 
to use ice in any way, as it seems to deterio­ 
rate the flavor. 
It will be noticed that I work 
butter but once. 
That is enough, and if it is 
properly done, there is no danger of its being 
streaked. 
The second working only Jujures 
the grain and gives a greasy appearance. 
_ Does it Pay ’—There is a very errouious 
opinion entertained by the uninitiated that 
the high prices which extra butter brings, 
must be very remunerative, and the remark is 
often made to me, “ You must be getting rich 
fast, making butter at sixty-five cents a 
pound.” 
But next winter these same men 
will be feeding their cows unsalable hay, oat 
straw, and such trash, at a cost not to exceed 
twenty cents a day, when my bill of fare am’ts 
to over sixty cents per diem for each aud ev­ 
ery cow I feed. 
These seemingly high prices 
are in reality ouly a moderate return upon a 
large investment. 
This grade of butter is al­ 
ways made in the neighborhood of large cities, 
where land is valuable, labor high, and farm 
products bring a correspondingly high fprice. 
Besides, the class of men who make this but­ 
ter are of a superior order to farmers in gene­ 
ral, their tastes are more expensive, and their 
enterprise entitles tnem to better pay. 
Where 
all the labor is hired, I doubt if any money is 
made with butter at seventy-five cents per 
pound. 
Surprise is often expressed that I 
make my own batter. 
“ What, a man make 
butter!” 
Certainly; why not? 
It is hard 
work, too hard for a woman who has the cares 
of a family. 
In conclusion, I would say that the making 
of truly “ gilt-edged” butter may be ranked 
among the fine arts, and a certain degree of 
enthusiasm is essential to success. 
Patience 
and perseveranca are of course implied. 
The 
market will never be glutted with good but­ 
ter any more than ttie world will be over­ 
stocked with fine paintings and sculpture.

Pippin stands at the head of the list in price, 
when handsome enough for shipping to Eng­ 
land, but of late years the quantity of hand­ 
some, first quality Newtown Pippins is rather 
small. 
Early Horvest, Porter, Fall Pippin, 
and similar kinds, are popular in their season, 
but the leading winter varieties that we have 
mentioned always command 
remunerative 
prices.

As sensibly might we entertain 
hope* of physical defence against a stalwart 
antagonist through alliance with a paralytic 
prize-fighter. Everbody at ail acquainted with 
afiairs in Spain knows that she ii trembling to 
to her fall before the assaults of enemies with­ 
in her own boundaries. 
We must settle this 
business with those bloodthirsty aristocrats of 
Cuba for ourselves. 
Aud this the situation 
makes lawful a i well as expedient. 
With the 
rights and wrongs of tho belligerent revolu­ 
tionists in that island we have as a nation 
nothing whatever to do. 
The sooner and 
more thoroughly Americans understand that 
the less will the case be cambered with side 
issues. 
It may be also jnst as well for all to 
remember that our business is not to “avenge” 
anything. 
The 
day, let us 
hope, has 
nearly past when the barbarous principle of 
retaliation, pare and simple,entered constant­ 
ly into the spirit of great and professedly civ­ 
ilized peoples. 
The Governor-General and

Diplomacy in lins case 
is worm than idle. 
Tile time required for Hie 
slow transmission of meaningless and pon­ 
derous correspondence, which is to amount to 
nothing, will dull the edge aud rust the blade 
of the sword which should strike the slave- 
holding despots of Cuba. 
Blaze away, Uncle 
Sam; not for vengeance, not for annexation 
necessarily, not for filibustering speculators, 
bnt for honor, and for future safety.

St. L ous, Nov. 15.—The meeting ut the 
Court House in this city to-night to express 
the sentiment of the people regarding the ex­ 
ecution of the Virginius captives was the lar­ 
gest ever held in the city. 
The rotunda of the 
Court House was packed and two ou-tdoor 
meetings were organized. 
Gen. Nathan Rau- 
ny, a soldier of 1812, presided. 
Speeches 
were made by Mayor Brown, Gen. Baker and 
a dozeu other local speakers, all of whom took 
the strongest ground in favor of vindicating 
the national honor and wiping out the recent 
insult to the flag and the outrage on civiliza­ 
tion ami humanity by visiting summary ven­ 
geance upon the perpetrators of the inhuman 
butcheries. 
The war feeling in the crowd ran 
very high and there was repeatedly expressed 
a desire to take forcible possession of Cuba 
and annex It to the United States. 
R esolu­ 
tions to this effect and urging the government 
to take speedy aud vigorous measures to ob­ 
tain reparation for the wrongs committed 
were unanimously adopted. 


PREPARATIONS AT TUE NAVT-f ARD. 


New York, N ov. 16.—Five thousand per­ 
sons visited the navy-yard yesterday, many of 
them being in search of work, not taking into 
account those who went there for purely per­ 
sonal motives. 
The officers of tho yard say 
that at no time since the war has the general 
public evinced such interest in the affairs of 
the navjr-yard. 
No secret is made of Hie fact 
that orders have been received from Washing­ 
ton to prepare all the available vessels in Hie 
yard for active service as soon as possible and 
well-informed parties say orders have been 
issued to prepare for seu at once every vessel 
in the United Slates navy. 
The frigates Min­ 
nesota and Colorado, each carrying fifty guns, 
will be ready for sea within tweuty-flve days. 
Capt. Ransom does not believe there is no 
vessel in our navy competent to contend with 
the Spanish frigate Arapiles, but believes 
that one of our monitors can easily put a shot 
clear through her and disable her machinery. 
It is not true that orders have been received 
from the Navy Department bi stop work on 
the Ara piles. 
TALKING IT OVP.R. 
At the hotels and clubs the Cuban difficulty 
and the complications almost certain to arise 
from it are the universal subject of conversa­ 
tion. 
It is generally conceded that unless the 
Madrid government consents to a joint inter­ 
vention in order to restore tranquility in Cuba 
and punish the perpetrators of the recent out­ 
rage war with Spain is inevitable. 
The ma 
jority of speakers are unanimous in expressing 
tho belief that everything will tie done lo up­ 
hold the national reputation. 
The Secretary of War, who was in this city 
yesterday, is reported to have said to an in- 
iuUmate friend who called on him, “ You are 
aware that I have been considered somewhat 
bloodthirsty on this matter, but the entire 
Cabinet are now of my iniud.

meeting held yesterday we were a unit.

the American people are not satisfied with the 
measures resolved upon at that meeting to 
vindicate the national honor they must be 
very hard to please.”

worked from 7:20 this morning until 8 o’clock 
to-night. 
The Manhattan will go into com­ 
mission to-morrow. 
The Ajax will have her 
turret placed in position to-morrow. 
The 
Pinta, a large tug, is being made ready as a 
dispatch boat, it is said, to ruu between Key 
West aud Havaua. 
There are being put on 
board four nine-inch Parrot gnus. 
From New 
York the Powbattun and Monongahela are 
e l a t e d daily. 
The former will act as con­ 
voy to the Manhattan. 
On the latter vessel the 
workmen are engaged in placing torpedo 
(looms. 
Hundreds of people were around the 
navy-yard all day discussing the situation. 


THE TUl'XDERER SPEAKS. 


London, Nov. 17—5 A. M.—Hie Times this 
forenoon iii a leading editorial says if the 
Virginlus affair bad occurred during the as­ 
cendancy of the Democratic party Cuba would 
doubtless bare been immediately annexed. It 
draws a contrast between the conduct of the 
Spanish in Cuba and the lenient treatm ent by 
the American government of foreign blockade 
runners during the rebellion. 
If England is 
called upon to act in consequence of the cie 
cutiou of any of her own subjects there is no 
reason why she should not acknowledge the 
independence of Cuba, especially if the act 
would check such outrages. 
It recommends 
the adoption of that line of policy by the 
United Status. 
The Daily Telegraph contains an article 
similar in tone to that of tho Times. 
Both 
journals concur iu the opinion that Spain is 
powerless to enforce! reparation, aud the Unit­ 
ed States may possibly tie compelled to inter­ 
vene, even though reluctant to de so. 


MR. BEECHER’S APPEAL KO* CUBA. 


New York, N ov. 16.—Rev. Mr. Beecher in 
his sermon to-day made a powerful appeal to 
the sympathies of the American people in 
favor of free Cuba aud denounced the execu­ 
tions at Santiago as a crime against bu ; anity 
and civilization, proceeding from a cruel love 
of blood and simple ferocity. 
He thought, 
however, the government should act thought­ 
fully and not rashly, and if Spain cannot stop 
such abominations not only let the hand of 
national justice fall u{>on the perpetrators but 
so act as to give knowledge and freedom to 
those who deserved liberty aud the help of 
every houest heart in the globe. 


Mark Twain himself could not possibly ex­ 
cel the artist of the New York World in get­ 
ting up a war-map. 
The map of Cuba which 
glorified last Saturday's edition is a wonder­ 
ful success. 
There is a black spot on it cov­ 
eting more than one degree respectively of 
latitude and longitude which was undoubted­ 
ly intended to represent the pool of blood shed 
in the late awful slaughter down there. 
A 
more accurate delineation of the shape of the 
island, combined with so powerful an appeal 
to our feelings, we have not seen since we first 
studied Geography. 


The World says that “General Dayton is in­ 
formed that there are thousands of Cubans 
ready to die for the liberation of Cuba if they 
can ouly get a little outside assistance.” 
Won’t somebody rush to the help of those anx­ 
ious Cubans ? 
They want to die, they cau’t 
live if they don’t die, yet somehow they bavo 
uot force enough to accomplish the act; they 
must have a little “outside assistance.” 
Per­ 
haps, if these would-be martyrs compose a 
part of the long-haired crowd that hangs 
around the hotels in New York and talks vi­ 
ciously of war without ever putting their 
swarthy skins iii danger, we could suggest a 
way by which they could ultimately make 
their quietus. 
Our plan is open to the objec­ 
tion of being one looking to inside assistance 
rather than outside, but it would certainly 
work. 
Let those Cubans who arc so eager to 
try the realities of another and a wanner 
world double their whiskey rations and triple 
Hie uumber of strong cigars they smoke with­ 
in a given time, aud they will all die in a 
mouth, and society be none Hie worse.

XVI. aud his wife, Marie Antoinette, were be­ 
headed in Paris the people were temporarily 
in power. 
Then France had all the symptoms 
of a republic except those most essential 
to its perpetuity; namely, order, intelligence 
and law. 
The “people" wove a mob, and the 
fierce democracy which upset one tyranny es­ 
tablished a worse one. 
Tho trouble of our 
versatile trans-Atlantic neighbors seems to be 
that they do not know that freedom must be 
guarded and self-regulating. 
Otherwise the 
product of any number of revolutions is noth­ 
ing but political disintegration. 
The present 
outlook is towards un embodiment of the old 
tradition in France, and in less than one year 
Cbanibord, MacMabon or some oilier usurjier 
will be bailed with the old cry by which the 
enthusiasm of France has denied lier common­ 
sense for ages, “Vive L’Empereur.”

The Kansas City Times has interviewed 
Senor P. C. Armijo, of the great sheep and 
wool raising firm of Armijo A. Baca, of Albu­ 
querque, New Mexico. 
Mr. Armijo is a young 
UUD, the son of the head of the house. 
The 
family have been engaged in the raising of 
sheep and wool for e x p ia tio n East for seve­ 
ral generations past. 
They are unable to es­ 
timate their herds accurately, but r rough 
gue*s aggregates the actual amober at some­ 
thing over half a million. 
Y'ears ago, when 
Kansas City was a shipping arid trading point 
between New Mexico and the East, Mr. Arm­ 
ijo, Sr., used to ship Ilia thousands of fleeces 
from Kansas City by river to St. Louie. 
It 
seems almost incredible for people living east 
r 
of the great plains to realize the vast extant 
and innumerable herds of sheep raised yearly 
in the mild, dry dictate of New Mexico. 
Tho 
families claim nearly 2,000,000 head of sheep, 
wliieh are scattered over a range of country 
more than 300 miles square. 
Iii reply to a question whether (lie Indians 
troubled their immense herds, he replied: 
We are not troubled by Indian depredations to 
any serious extent. 
The Indians are trouble­ 
some at limes, but we scarcely ever miss what 
they drive off or slaughter. 
They seldom kill 
our flocks wantonly, and ouly take for food 
when they pass one of our herds. 
He related 
au incident, in 1835, when the Apaches and 
Navajoes drove off 35,000 head at one raid, 
and (bought that not less than 30.000 head 
had been stolen by Indians since then. 
The 
Indians drove off about half that number be­ 
tween 1861 and 1865. 
■•But." s u i Mr. Ar 
rnijo, “ we hardly miss them.” 
The Mexican sbeep-raiser generally handles 
his herds in flocks of about three thousand 
head. 
Eacli of these herds is under the per­ 
sonal superintendence of a major domo or 
overseer, who is assisted by shepherds, for 
whom the sheep have a foud affection. 
At 
night these immense flocks collect close to­ 
gether around 
their shepherds and sleep 
peacefully guarded by well-trained dogs. 
These shepherds are paid from ;$10 to $15 
per month the year round, the overseer about 
$25 per mouth. 
These herds roam at will 
over the boundless dry plains of New Mexico, 
without shelter the year through. 
They re­ 
quire no feeding, the short nutritious g r a m m a 
grass, 
peculiar to New Mexico, affording 
good pasturage iu Winter as well as Sum­ 
mer. 
The Mexican sheep is smaller than Ameri­ 
can sheep, but arc more healthy and hardy. 
They clip about two poands of wool to the 
fleece; their wool is short and fine, and from 
all that eau be ascertained by tradition band­ 
ed downjthrougb several generations, were pure 
Spanish merino** brought from Spain by Cor­ 
tez’s expedition. 
These great sheep raisers are now engaged 
iii shipping large herds of sheep to Colorado. 
Mr. Armijo last season drove above twelve 
thousand head to Denver, and signifies his in­ 
tention of doubling his drove next season. 
He says that with proper care and attention, 
sheep in sufficient numbers may hereafter he 
raised upon th* plains of Kansas and Colorado 
to supply the entire world with mutton aud 
wool. 
During the conversation he related an inci­ 
dent of a man who, three years ago, purchased 
3,500 head of sheep from Armijo A Baca at 
the low price of $2 each. 
To-day that mau 
has 20,000 sheep, worth $40,000, to say noth­ 
ing of the enormous profit accruing from the 
sale of wool during that time. 
Aud again he 
demonstrated the profits accruing from the 
purchase of 5,000 head. 
A man buys this 
number, and in six months he finds himself 
possessed of 10,000 sheep, one-bulf of the 
5,000 
increase being ewes and the other 
wethers. 
Here is an increase of IOO per cent. 
in six mouths Iii natural Increase. The fleeces 
on the 5,000 head will be worth 50 cents each, 
' 
and the 5,000 lambs can be sheared in the 
1 
Fall, yielding two pounds each. 
The increase 
of .sheep 
is more than compound interest 
twenty times compounded. 
Mr. Armijo says 
that, allowing for losses, there Is nothing in 
the world to prevent a mao from getting rich 
at sheep raising in five years.

promises which the home government may 
make as to the future be worth a counterfeit 
doubloon. As sensibly might we entertain 
hopes of physical defence agaiust a stalwart 
antagonist through alliance with a paralytic 
prize-fighter. Everbody at all acquainted with 
afiairs in Spain knows that she is trembling to 
to her fall before the assaults of enemies with­ 
in her own boundaries. We must settle this 
business with those bloodthirsty aristocrats of 
Cuba for ourselves. 
And this the situation 
makes lawful as well as expedient. With the 
rights and wrong3 of the belligerent revolu­ 
tionists in that island we have as a nation 
nothing whatever to do. 
The sooner and 
more thoroughly Americans understand that 
the less will the case be cumbered with Mde 
issues. It may be also just as well for all to 
remember that our business is not to “avenge” 
anything. 
The day, let us hope, has 
nearly past when the barbarous principle of 
retaliation, pare and simple, entered constant­ 
ly into the spirit of great and professedly civ­ 
ilized peoples. 
The Governor-General and 
his tigerish myrmidons have shot a large num­ 
ber of our citizens without even technical of­ 
fence on their part and without the chance of 
pleading for liberty and life. For this ghast­ 
ly brutality there is no possible palliation.— 
But would the shelling of half a dozen Cuban 
towns aad the accompanying slaughter of hun­ 
dreds of their inhabitants set things right, or 
heal the breach in our wounded “ honor?’» 
No. We do not expect any sane man to take 
that ground. Then what motive is to impel 
us in what we are to do ? The auswer is, the 
necessity that the Spanish officials, and all 
other officials, should respect our flag because 
they fear it. Such respect between nations 
coutains the only possibility of permanent 
peace. We cannot avenge the dead; that is 
beyond human power, and an attempt to do 
it means barbarism, and to talk about it is 
nonsense. But we can make farther mischief 
of this kind out of the question. This we must 
do. We, personally, favor the resort to armed 
investigation at once. Diplomacy in this case 
is worse than idle. The time required for the 
slow transmlssiou of meaningless and pon­ 
derous correspondence, which is to amount to 
nothing, will dull tho edge and rust the blade 
of the sword which should strike the slave- 
holding despots of Cuba. Blaze away, Uncle 
Sain; not for vengeance, not for annexation 
necessarily, not for filibustering speculators, 
but for honor, and for future safety.

A 
more accurate delineation of the shape of the 
island, combined with so powerful an appeal 
to our feelings, we have not seen since we first 
studied Geography. 
The World says that “General Dayton is in­ 
formed that there are thousands of Cubans 
ready to die for the liberation of Cuba if tbey 
can only get a little outside assistance.” 
Won’t somebody rush to the help of those anx­ 
ious Cubans ? They want to die, they cau’t 
live if they don’t die, yet somehow they have 
not force enough to accomplish the act; they 
must have a little “outside assistance.” Per­ 
haps, ii these would-be martyrs compose a 
part of the long-haired crowd that hangs 
around the hotels in New York and talks vi­ 
ciously of war without ever putting their 
swarthy skins in danger, we could suggest a 
way by which they could ultimately make 
their quietus. Our plan is open to the objec­ 
tion of being one looking to inside assistance 
rather than outside, but it would certainly 
work. Let those Cubans who are so eager to 
try the realities of another and a warmer 
world double their whiskey rations and triple 
the number of strong cigars they smoke with­ 
in a given time, and they will all die in a 
month, and society he noue the worse.

A LAKOE MEETING IN ST. LOUIS. 
St. Louis, Nov. 15.—The meeting at the 
Court House in this city to-night to express 
the sentiment of the people regarding the ex­ 
ecution of the Virginius captives was the lar­ 
gest ever held in the city. The rotunda of the 
Court House was padked and two ou-tdeor 
meetings were organized. Gen. Nathan Rau- 
ny, a soldier of 1812, presided. Speeches 
were made by Mayor Brown, Gen. Baker and 
a dozen other local speakers, all of whom took 
the strongest ground in favor of vindicating 
the national honor and wiping out the recent 
insult to the flag and the outrage on civiliza­ 
tion and humanity by visiting summary ven­ 
geance upon the perpetrators of the inhumau 
butcheries. The war feeling in the crowd ran 
very high and there was repeatedly expressed 
a desire to take forcible possession of Cuba 
and annex It to the United States. Resolu­ 
tions to this eliect and urging the government 
to take speedy and vigorous measures to ob­ 
tain reparation for the wrongs committed 
were unanimously adopted. 
PREPARATIONS AT TI1E NAVT-YARD. 
N ew Y ork, Nov. 16.—Five thousand per­ 
sons visited the navy-yard yesterday, many of 
them being in search of work, not taking into 
accouut those who went there for purely per­ 
sonal motives. The officers of tho yard say 
that at no timo since the war has the general 
public evinced such interest in the afiairs of 
the navy-yard. No secret is made of the fact 
that orders have been received from Washing­ 
ton to prepare all the available vessels in the 
yard for active service as soon as possible and 
well-informed parties say orders have been 
issued to prepare for sea at once every vessel 
in the United States navy. The frigates Min­ 
nesota and Colorado, each carrying fifty guns, 
will be ready for sea within twenty-five days. 
Capt. Ransom does not believe there is no 
vessel in our navy competent to contend with 
the Spanish frigate Arapiles, but believes 
that one of our monitors can easily put a shot 
clear through her and disable her machinery. 
It is not true that orders have been received 
from the Navy Department to stop work on 
the Arapiles. 
t a l k in g rr OVER. 
At the hotels and clubs the Cuban difficulty 
and the complications almost certain to arise 
from it are the universal subject of conversa­ 
tion. It is generally conceded that unless the 
Madrid government consents to a joint inter­ 
vention in order to restore tranquility in Cuba 
and punish the perpetrators of the recent out­ 
rage war with Spain is inevitable. The ma­ 
jority of speakers are unanimous in expressing 
the belief that everything will be done to up­ 
hold the national reputation. 
The Secretary of War, who was in this city 
yesterday, is reported to have said to au in- 
intimate frieud who called on him, “You are 
aware that I have been considered somewhat 
bloodthirsty on this matter, but the entire 
Cabinet are now of my mind. At the cabinet 
meeting held yesterday we were a auit. If 
the American people are not satisfied with the 
measures resolved upon at that meeting to 
vindicate the national honor they must be 
very hard to please.”

Havana, Nov. 16.—The Yoze de Cuba says 
a conspiracy has been discovered in Halquin 
and the surrounding jurisdiction for a rising 
simultaneously with the landing of the Yir- 
ginius expedition. The plot had extensive 
ramifications throughout the island and was 
to have been carried into execution on the 
first of November. Many persons have al­ 
ready been arrested aud arrests aro daily in­ 
creasing. The Voze hopes parties guilty of 
taking part iu the conspiracy will be judged 
with the utmost severity of the law. 
THE OSSIPPEB OFF. 
P rovidence, R. I., Nov. 16.—The Ossippee, 
loaded with torpedoes, to day sailed from 
Newport for Hampton Jtoads. 
WORK AT THE PHILADELPHIA NAVY-YARD. 
P hiladelphia, Nov. 16.—Seven hundred 
men, the full force of the navy-yard, were at 
work to-day on the monitors Manhattan and 
Ajax and sloop-of-war Canandaigua. They 
worked from 7:20 this morning until 8 o’clock 
to-night. The Manhattan will go into com­ 
mission to-morrow. The Ajax will have her 
turret placed in position to-morrow. The 
Pinta, a large tug, ¡3 being made ready as a 
dispatch boat, it is said, to ruu between Key 
West aud Havana. There are being put on 
board four nine-inch Parrot gnns. From New 
York the Powhattan and Mouongaliela are 
expected daily. The former will act as con­ 
voy to the Manhattan. On the latter vessel the 
workmen are engaged in placing torpedo 
booms. Hundreds oí people were around the 
navy-yard all day discussing the situation. 
THE THUNDERER SPEAKS. 
London, N ov. 17—5 A. M.—The Times this 
forenoon in a leading editorial says if tho 
Virginius aflair had occurred during the as­ 
cendancy of the Democratic party Cuba would 
doubtless have been immediately annexed. It 
draws a contrast between the conduct ol the 
Spanish in Cuba and the lenient treatment by 
the American government of foreign blockade 
runners during the rebellion. If England is 
called upon to act in consequence of the exe 
cution of any of her owu subjects there is no 
reason why she should not acknowledge the 
independence of Cuba, especially if the act 
would check such outrages. It recommends 
the adoption of that line of policy by the 
United States. 
The Daily Telegraph contains nil article 
similar in tone to that of tho Times. Both 
journals concur iu the opinion that Spain is 
powerless to enforce reparation, aud the Unit­ 
ed States may possibly be compelled to inter­ 
vene, even though reluctant to da so. 
MR. BEECHER’S APPEAL POR CUBA. 
N ew York, Nov. 16.—Rev. Mr. Beecher in 
his sermon to-day made a powerful appeal to 
the sympathies of the American people in 
favor of free Cuba and denounced the execu­ 
tions at Santiago as a crime against hu ¡ anity 
and civilization, proceeding from a cruel love 
of blood and Bimple ferocity. He thought, 
however, the government should act thought­ 
fully and not rashly, and if Spain cannot stop 
such abominations not only let the hand of 
national justice fall upon the perpetrators bat 
so act as to give knowledge and freedom to 
those who deserved liberty and the help of 
every honest heart in the globe. 


GENERAL NEW S. 
—“James Magín,” said a Kansas justice as 
he closed a case, “you have been convicted of 
hollering ‘murder’ when there was no mur­ 
der, and I fine you $20." 
—The Minneapolis Tribune says that there 
never before was such a reckless scratching 
of tickets in the history of Minnesota politics 
as at the late election. 
For several hours 
after the close of he polls no estimate could 
be made of the result in any county bv com­ 
parison with other elections. 
—A circumstance without parallel in the 
military history of this country is recorded in 
Illinois. H. M. Wheeler of Schuyler county in 
that state enlisted in the United States Army 
under Gen. Lyon in 1861, was wounded, cap­ 
tured, and paroled, but by some strange over­ 
sight was never discharged from service until 
a few days ago, when the proper papers were 
made out, and his back pay aud pension — 
amounting to near $4,000—were paid him. 
—The failures in the tea trade at New York, 
Tuesday last, are attributed rather to compe­ 
tition, which is growing up in the West, thau 
to the panic. Great western marts, it is said, 
are receiving their teas mainly by way of San 
Francisco, and many smaller firms havo been 
wound up owing to this withdrawal of trade. 
The decreasing trade is mentioned as the 
cause of one of the heaviest importers adver­ 
tising two vessels of their fleet for .sale. 
—An amateur sermouizer at Rome, Ga., 
made these remarks upou the soul-saving 
question: “ My brethren, a man cannot aflord 
to lose his soul. He's got but oue, and he can't 
get another. If a man loses his h orse he can 
get another; if he loses his wife he can get 
another; if ho loses his child lie can get an­ 
other, but if he loses hi3 soul, Good-bye John." 
—In the recent election in New Jersey the 
proposition to limit the sessions of the New 
Jersey Legislature te one in two years, except 
when convened for special purposes, the 
proposition to make the terms of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court during good behavior, 
and the woman suflrage proposition were lost, 
and the proposition preveuting members of 
the Legislature from receiving any appoint­ 
ment from the state or United States while 
members was adopted. 
—The arrest of a number of poor coal-pick- 
ers iu Kansas City, recently, lias resulted in 
the discovery .of a once very popular actress, 
known as “Brighton Pearl,” who long ago 
drove the play-going public of London wild 
over her beauty and power of delineation. 
When she left the London stage she expected 
to marry Lord Denbigh, aud did live with him 
as his wife for a while. He died, however, 
and her claims were ignored by his family. 
She came to America and married a Mr. Whit­ 
tlesey, who dying left her to support herself 
by her needle. 
—The Shreveport (La.) Times is not pleased 
that Uncle Tom’s Cabin is permitted to be 
played in New Orleans. “We have some tol­ 
eration,” it say3, “for that pernicious taste 
which prompts the Parisians anil New York­ 
ers to visit the theatres to witness some mod­ 
ern sensational play aud applaud its vulgari­

FRANCE. 
The Prolongation Question. 
Paris, Nov. 15.—Upon the resumption of 
the session of the Assembly after the recess 
Laboulaye read the report of the prolonga­ 
tion committee. It commences by showing 
the difficulties of prolonging President Mac- 
Mahon’s powers without orgauic laws. To do 
so, says the report, would result in a more or 
less disguised dictatorship under the title of 
President of the Republic. France wants a 
settled government, but it is impossible to 
grant President MacMnhou more than five 
years’ power. The report also proposes to so 
constitute the republic that France may not 
become the prey of revolutions, and recom­ 
mends the appointment of a committee of 
thirty to consider constitutional bills. It con­ 
cludes by appealing to the Conservatives to 
help found the republic, now that the scheme 
of the monarchists liayo failed, otherwise the 
dissolution of the Assembly is inevitable.— 
The disenssion of the report ¡3 fixed for Mon­ 
day next. There is great excitement over the 
conclusions of the committee. 
P arts, Nov. 16.—The moderate section of 
the Left have resolved to withdraw the amend­ 
ments which it intended to propose to tho 
report of the committee on prolongation of the 
President’s powers and to unite with the Re­ 
publicans in au effort to defeat the motion for 
the unconditional prolongation for ten years, 
which will be presented to the Assembly by 
Gen. Chaugarnier to-morrow. In the elec­ 
tions for members of the Assembly to-day the 
Republicans carried the Department of Aube.

Then France had all the symptoms 
ot a republic except those most essential 
to its perpetuity; namely, order, intelligence 
and law. The “people” were a mob, and the 
fierce democracy which upset one tyranny es­ 
tablished a worse one. The trouble of our 
versatile trans-Atlantic neighbors seems to be 
that they’ do not know that freedom must be 
guarded and self-regulating. Otherwise the 
product of any number of revolutions is noth­ 
ing but political disintegration. The present 
outlook is towards an embodiment of the old 
tradition in France, and in less than one year 
.Chambord, MacMahon or some other usurper 
will be hailed with the old cry by which the 
enthusiasm of France has denied her common- 
seuse for ages, “Vive L’Empereur.”

A MUTTON BULLION AIRE. 
The Pastoral Prince of New Mexico. 
The Kansas City Times has interviewed 
Senor P. C. Armijo, of the great sheep and 
wool raising firm of Armijo & Baca, of Albu­ 
querque, New Mexico. Mr. Armijo is a young 
man, the son of the head of the house. The 
family have been engaged in the raising of 
sheep and wool for exportation East for seve­ 
ral generations past. They are unable to es­ 
timate their herds accurately, but a rough 
guess aggregates the actual number at some­ 
thing over half a million. Years ago, when 
Kansas City was a shipping and trading point 
between New Mexico and the East, Mr. Arm­ 
ijo, Sr., used to ship his thousands of fleeces 
from Kansas City by river to St. Louis. It 
seems almost incredible for people living east 
of the great plains to realize the vast extent 
and innumerable herds of sheep raised yearly 
in the mild, dry climate of New Mexico. The 
families claim nearly 2,000,000 head of sheep, 
which are scattered over a range of country 
more than 300 mi les square. 
In reply to a question whether the Indians 
troubled their immense herds, he replied: 
We are not troubled by Indian depredations to 
any serious extent. The Indians are trouble­ 
some at limes, bat we scarcely ever miss what 
they drive ofl or slaughter, they seldom kill 
our flocks wantonly, and only take for food 
when they pass one of our herds, lie related 
an incident, iu 1835, when the Apaches and 
Navajoes drove off'35,000 head at one raid, 
and thought that not less than 30,000 head 
had been stolen by Indians since then. The 
Indians drove off about half that number be­ 
tween 1861 and 1865. “ But,” said Mr. Ar­ 
mijo, “ we hardly miss them.” 
The Mexican sheep-raiser generally handles 
his herds in flocks of about three thousand 
head. Eacli of these herds is under the per­ 
sonal superinteudence of a major domo or 
overseer, who is assisted by shepherds, for 
whom the sheep have a fond affection. At 
night these immense flocks collect close to­ 
gether around their shepherds and sleep 
peacefully guarded by well-trained dogs. 
These shepherds are paid from ¡$10 to $15 
per month the year rouud, the overseer about 
$25 per mouth. These herds roam at will 
over the boundless dry plains of New Mexico, 
without shelter the year through. They re­ 
quire no feeding, the short nutritious gramma 
grass, peculiar to New Mexico, aflording 
good pasturage iu Winter as well as Sum­ 
mer.The Mexican sheep is smaller than Ameri­ 
can sheep, but are more healthy and hardy. 
They clip about two pounds of wool to the 
fleece; their wool is short and fine, and from 
all that cau be ascertained by tradition hand­ 
ed downjthrough several generations, were pure 
Spanish merinoes brought from Spain by Cor­ 
tez’s expedition. 
These great sheep raisers are now engaged 
in shipping large herds of sheep to Colorado. 
Mr. Armijo last season drove above twelve 
thousand head to Denver, and signifies his in­ 
tention of doubling his drove next season. 
He says that with proper care and attention, 
Bheep in sufficient numbers may hereafter be 
raised upon the plains of Kansas and Colorado 
to supply the entire world with mutton and 
wool. 
During the conversation he related an inci­ 
dent of a man who, three years ago, purchased 
3,500 head of sheep from Armijo <fc Baca at 
the low price of $2 each. To-day that man 
has 20,000 sheep, worth $40,000, to say noth­ 
ing of the enormous profit accruing from the 
sale of wool during that time. And again he 
demonstrated the profits accruing from the 
purchase of 5,000 head. A man buys this 
number, and in six month3 he finds himself 
possessed of 10,000 sheep, one-half of the 
5,000 increase being e.ves and the other 
wethers. Here is an increase of 100 per cent, 
in six months In natural increase. The fleeces 
on the 5,000 head will be worth 50 cents each, 
and the 5,000 lambs can be sheared in the 
Fall, yielding two pound3 each. The increase 
of .sheep is more than compound interest 
tweoty times compounded. Mr. Armijo says 
that, allowing for losses, there is nothing in 
the world to prevent a man from getting rich 
at sheep raisiug in five years.

GREAT FIRE AT HAVERII1EE. 
1.088 Owe Hundred and Seventy-Five

The es­ 
timated salvage on stocks, a large portion of 
which were removed and only injured by- 
water and exposure, will amount to fifty per 
cent, of their value.

Amos George, a shoe manufacturer, and 
Amos C. Heath, au employee of Boyn­ 
ton Bros., were found 
in 
the ruins 
of Silman’s block, and it is supposed a third 
person is still in the rains, that of a fireman. 
Engineer Cheney, Foreman Little, of the 
steamer Essex, and fireman Hutchinsou were 
each badly injnred by falling walls, but no fa­ 
tal results are anticipated. Assistance was 
sent from Lawrence. The original of the lire 
is unknown, but the explosion of a cask of 
cement in the building where the fire was dis­ 
covered was the immediate cause of the rapid 
spread of the fire.

I have 
had no response from any of the officials thus 
interrogated, nor any response from the Pres­ 
ident of the (so called) New York, Kingston A 
Syracuse R. R. Company, to whom I address­ 
ed, under my own proper signature, a letter 
making inquiry after desired information. 
I 
am therefore thrown flack upon my own re­ 
sources for information, which up to Septem­ 
ber Isl, 1870, are reliable and full. 
At that 
date the capital stock of the Rondout A Oswe­ 
go R. R. Co. was limited to $3,000,000. 
$1,- 
287,150 was subscribed, and $1,256,936.36 
was paid in to the Treasurer. 
Up to that 
date only $12,000 of the First Mortgage Boud? 
had been sold. 
An available balance was on 
hand of $183,665.06. 
There was au indebt­ 
edness Including notes for iron and rolling- 
stock and inon’tily voucher* and pay-rolls of 
$296,039.66. 
The road wa* then virtually 
completed to Shandaken, with trains running 
regularly to Pceolcla, and iiossessed rolling- 
stock comprising three locomotives, three pas­ 
senger cars, eighteen freight cars, and twenty- 
soveu platform aud dump cars. 
Tho grading 
over Pine Hill aud to Dean's was well pro­ 
gressed, and the heavy work between Dean's 
and Harpersfield advanced. 
From the orig­ 
inal estimate of the engineers and a then re­ 
cent estimate by the engineer in charge of the 
work to be done to complete the roan to H ar­ 
persfield would (according to existing con­ 
tract) cost for grading and masonry atioul 
$193,000. 
This was the state of affairs of this company 
September 1st, 1870. 
Since then, under the 
presidency of John C. Brodhead and of Gen­ 
eral George H. Sharpe, after the inauguration 
of the "Rich" Director#, the history of this en­ 
terprise is a sealed book, and only such scraps 
a* have from time to time been made known 
to the uninitiuLed|Ls available to me in tracing 
this history from September, 1870, to Hie 
present time. 
At the close of John C. Brodhead'* first 
presidential year his report of the progress of 
the work aud the fluaucial condition of Hie 
company as published was too flattering to 
be credited by any but the over-credulous.— 
After that and up to the time a meeting of 
stockholders was convened at the spacious 
rooms of the then ei-Presideut, John C. 
Brodhead, little was known outside. 
But at 
that nota!de meeting, it wilt be remembered 
by some, a proposition wa* submitted to 
lease or contract this projierty 
away be­ 
yond the reach of Major Cornell. 
The Major 
and others told them that if that proposition 
were accepted it would effectually place the 
property beyond the reach of the stockhold­ 
ers at a sacrifice of their entire investment. 
General Sharpe was there, and by those unfa­ 
miliar with bls stentorian voice It might have 
been mistaken for the Angel Gabriel, and to 
the investors in this enterprise he most as­ 
suredly sounded the “ last trum p;” and many 
stockholders and town commissioners as well 
as the One-Share Directors must have believed 
it was the final blast--and it was I 
Director 
Gilbert of Stamford was also there. 
He, too, 
uttered the voice of warning. 
To those who 
forgot that he was a lawyer it might have ap­ 
peared that be was making au effort' fearfully 
overtaxing his nervous system, for to the 
lookers-ou in that room were visible great 
drops of perspiration on the face of this advo­ 
cate, not unlike drops of condensed vapor I 
have seen on the outer surface of an ice-

The 
stockholders and original investors iii the 
Rondout A Oswego R. R. Co. look to you to 
restore their property, now apparently squan­ 
dered through neglect, Incompetence or mul­ 
ish wiifullness.

—Suggestive—to see an express wagon 
loaded with snow-shovels going through the 
streets.

The Freeman had on Saturday. He put up 
our storm doors. 
—Veteran navigators on the Delaware & 
Hudson canal prophesy an early suspension 
of operations thereon. 
—Riding in a wagon these days is good for 
dyspeptics—jolting over the frozen ground 
sets every organ in a person's body at work. 
—There is not a patriotic smoker in the 
city but is in favor of reducing “ la Habana ” 
to ashes.

ALO N G T H E R IV E R . 
—Antoine LcCnrdieu from Boston was 
swindled out of between $130 and $110 in 
Albany on Friday, by confidence operators. 
—The Delaware & Hudson Canal Company, 
Rensselaer <t Saratoga division, are doing 
considerable business, six freight trains being 
run daily from Schenectady to the north, and 
four dally from Troy. 
—The steam yacht Bessie, which was haul­ 
ed on dry dock at Polk’s ship yard in Pough­ 
keepsie, has had a house built over her to pro­ 
tect her from the rude blasts of winter. Her 
smoke stack.sticks out of the roof, and she 
now looks like a miniature Noah’s Ark. 
—During Thursday severe squalls prevailed 
at different points along the Hudson, but on 
Friday morning nearly all traces of them had 
disappeared, except in a large lot on the hills 
between Milton aud Marlborough. Tbi3 lot 
was entirely covered with snow, to all appear­ 
ances three or four inches deep, while for miles 
north and south of it no snow was visible. A 
particularly heavy squall must have been 
dumped square into that lot. 
—The Troy Daily Times of Friday says:—

Old. H urley Once more Aroused. 
Cal Snyder, a renowned gentleman who 
hails from the regions of OKI Hurley, lias in­ 
volved himself in the meshes of a most formid­ 
able law-suit, that embraces the two great 
rights of man-^the rights of person and 
properly. It involves another principle also 
that is no less dear to the people of Old Hur­ 
ley, and that is the rights of “yaller dogs.” 
Cal is the occupant of a small place within 
the precincts of that beautiful rural village 
above named, where he lives comfortably if 
not ostentatiously, and raises that kind of veg­ 
etable that has made him so celebrated 
throughout the country as the “Great Hurley 
Horse-Radish Vender.” Not far from this 
famous vegetable man resides one Benjamin 
Reid, who is the owner of horses, and of oxen 
and cattle. These cattle are of a species re­ 
nowned for the length of their legs, and are 
in the habit of using these legs quite frequent­ 
ly when in search of fresher and greener pas­ 
tures than their own. To step over the fence 
into a neighboring lot was an every-day occur­ 
rence for the animals, and many a time had 
they sought the fields of Cal, and browsed 
therein. Cal is a gentleman not generally 
demonstrative, so he bore the injury for a 
time in silence. One day, however, this herd 
again came to his premises and made tho 
owner’s “heart grow sick ” by devour­ 
ing nearly all his horse-radish. Then Cal’s 
patience vanished, and calling his “yaller 
dorg” he told him to go for those cows. It is 
needless to say the dog went, and the cattle 
made tracks for home. Reid heard the rush 
and the clatter of hoofs and hurried to the 
rescue, lie took with him an old Revolution­ 
ary relic in the shape of a long-barreled shot­ 
gun, which had been loaded probably very 
near a century. As the “yaller dorg” came iu 
sight, lie laid his gun across a rail 
fenee, 
and taking 
deadly 
aim pull­ 
ed the trigger. It is said the report was 
similar to an eruption of Mount Vesuvious. 
After the smoke had cleared away tho dog 
was nowhere to be seen; a piece of hide was 
hanging on a neighboring tree, and a few 
toe-nails lay scattered here and there on the 
ground, and that was all there remained of 
the once noble canine. As for Reid, he had 
turned a double somersault backwards soon 
after the discharge, and was picked up some 
distance from the fence. Upon recovering he 
said ho was suffering somewhat from a pain 
in the stomach, and thought it was an infer­ 
nal shame those quarrymen should have fired 
so big a blast without giving notice.

We 
understand the defendant intends to plead a 
recoupment of some $80 for damages received 
by the exasperating conduct of the gun. 
Howard Chipp, Jr., is the attorney for tho 
plaintiff, while the defendant will bring a law­ 
yer at great expense from some city down the 
river.

The Pawling Pioneer says: Some three miles 
or so to the north of this village there is a 
rocky, precipitous part of tho mouutain called 
the Cat Rocks. This Is so called because that 
locality has been made from time immemorial 
the haunt of wild cats.

Captain Albert Degroot’s Latent Work 
of Art. 
What haw: come to be familiarly known as 
the “Floating Palaces of the Hudson” have 
been embraced in an allegorical design by 
Capt. Albert Degroot, aud he proposes to cast 
his work in bronze. The design embraces 
correct representations of the steamboats C. 
Vibbard, St. John, Drew, Daniel Drew, Mary 
Powell and Dean Richmond. These are all 
drawn in actual measurement, the proportions 
being mechanically correct. Sitting at the 
foot of the Palisades, and capping the inner 
composition, is Neptune pointing toward the 
city of Albany, which is seen in the distance, 
and looking off toward the source of the river.

3on River Railroad attracts the eye, and the 
spires of Trinity aud St. Paul’s Churches, lift­ 
ing to the sky, indicate the city of New York. 
The whole composition is surrounded by a 
wreath of laurels. —JV. Y. Daily News.

ductive of ready cash; at Marlborough Ant- 
werps have been a specialty; in Milton sum­ 
mer boarders from the city till the houses and 
help to fill materially the pocket-books of the 
citizens; in Rosendale, aud a very large soc- 
tion thereabouts, cement is the main staple; 
while over the mountains, iu some localities, 
stone quarrying is the principal business.— 
And so, throughout onr district, each locality 
has its separate industry on which it thrives- 
Xeic raltz Independent.

The R* A O. R ailroad. 
E ditor Freem an-:—Not long siucc I ad­ 
dressed a communication through the medium 
of your Free Parliament, asking for certain in­ 
formation, and promising to further ventilate 
the affairs of the Rondout A Oswego R. R. Co. 
for the information of those concerned. 1 have 
had no response from any of the officials thus 
interrogated, nor any response from the Pres­ 
ident of the (so called) New York, Kingston A 
Syracuse R. R. Company, to whom I address­ 
ed, under my own proper signature, a letter 
making inquiry after desired information. I 
am therefore thrown back upon my own re­ 
sources for information, which up to Septem­ 
ber 1st, 1870, are reliable and full. At that 
date the capital stock of the Rondout A Oswe­ 
go R. R. Co. was limited to $3,000,000. $!,- 
287,150 was subscribed, and $1,256,936.36 
was paid in to the Treasurer. Up to that 
date only $12,000 of the First Mortgage Bonds 
had been sold. An available balance was on 
hand of $183,665.06. There was an indebt­ 
edness including notes for iron and rolling- 
stock and monthly vouchers and pay-rolls of 
$296,039.66. The road was then virtually 
completed to Shandaken, with trains running 
regularly to Pcenicia, and possessed rolling- 
stock comprising three locomotives, three pas­ 
senger cars, eighteen freight cars, and twenty- 
soven platform*and dump cars. Tho grading 
over Pine Hill and to Dean’s was well pro­ 
gressed, and the heavy work between Dean’s 
and Harpersfield advanced. From the orig­ 
inal estimate of the engineers and a then re­ 
cent estimate by the engineer in charge of the 
work to be done to complete the road to Har­ 
persfield would (accordiug to existing con­ 
tract) cost for grading and masonry about 
$193,000. 
This was the state of aflairs of this company 
September 1st, 1870. Since theo, under the 
presidency of John C. Brodhead and of Gen­ 
eral George H. Sharpe, after the inauguration 
of the "Rich” Directors, the history of this en­ 
terprise is a sealed book, and only such scraps 
as have from time to time been made known 
to the uninitiatedjis available to me in tracing 
tbis history from September, 1870, to the 
present time. 
At the close of John C. Brodhead’s first 
presidential year his report of the progress of 
the work and the financial condition of the 
company as published wa3 too flattering to 
be credited by any but the over-credulous.— 
After that and up to the time a meeting of 
stockholders was convened at the spacious 
rooms of the then ex-President, John C. 
Brodhead, little was known outside. But at 
that notable meeting, it will be remembered 
by some, a proposition was submitted to 
lease or contract tbis property away be­ 
yond the reacli of Major Cornell. The Major 
and others told them that if that proposition 
were accepted it would effectually place the 
property beyond the reach of the stockhold­ 
ers at a sacrifice of their entire investment. 
General Sharpe was there, and by those unfa­ 
miliar with his Btentorian voice it might have 
been mistaken for the Angel Gabriel, and to 
the investors in this enterprise he most as­ 
suredly souuded the “ last tramp;” and many 
stockholders and town commissioners as well 
as the One-Share Directors must have believed 
it was the final blast—and it was! Director 
Gilbert of Stamford was also there. He, too, 
uttered the voice of warning. To those who 
forgot that he was a lawyer it might have ap­ 
peared that be was making au effort’ fearfully 
overtaxing his nervous system, for to the 
lookers-on in that room were visible great 
drops of perspiration on the face of this advo­ 
cate, not unlike drops of condensed vapor I 
have seen on the outer surface of an ice-

These advocates did con­ 
vince 
a 
majority 
of 
the 
stock­ 
holders, town commissioners and directors 
present that it was necessary to contract or 
lease this railroad away, and they did not 
seem to know or care which way it was or 
could be done. After a modification of the 
gross amount of stock named in the contract 
the commissioners of the then town of Kings­ 
ton representing and voting on (nearly a ma­ 
jority) $600,000 of the stock of the company, 
voted for the lease or contract with the assur­ 
ance then stated that Hod. Wm. F. Russell 
was to become surety on the contract. This 
would have been good security, but the asser­ 
tion proved to be untrue. Since theu rumor 
has reported frequent swaps of party of the 
second part or lessee, until finally an irrespon­ 
sible party named Wm. B. Litchfield, without 
security, is in possession of and running the 
road and collecting its revenues, while many 
of its employees rcmaiu unpaid for months, 
•and numerous other creditors are seeking in 
vain for payment of their dues. When we 
consider that our road is still incoinpleted, its 
credit destroyed, and its business demoral­ 
ized, the thought is anything but consol­ 
ing that Mr. Litchfield may at any 
time take his hat and drive oil' with his live­ 
ried coachman, leaving his too-confiding cred­ 
itors to mourn his untimely departure. And 
wbat is still worse, you, Messrs. Directors of 
the N. Y., K. A S. R*. R. Co., are powerless to 
prevent. 
Even now the rolling and other movable 
property once owned by our railroad compa­ 
ny is .advertised to be sold by the sheriff. This 
property which was taken by you under very 
questionable circumstances has been worse 
than squan dered. And now, gentlemen, are 
you not moiTdly, it not legally, liable ? The 
stockholders and original investors in the 
Rondout A Oswego R. R. Co. look to you to 
restore their property, now apparently squan­ 
dered through neglect, incompetence or mul­ 
ish wilfullness. “

Kirk, who 
happened to be present, said that he had 
cured such cases with the “ water cure.” 
He got the consent of Welden to visit his 
daughter, and going to the house be induced 
Mr*. Welden and a Utile girl to leave the 
bouse while he operated upon tho sick girt. 
What took place in that chamber of death 
while he and bi* jioor, dying victim were to­ 
gether will probably never be known until the 
Great Day, when oil secrets will he revealed; 
bat the neighbors testify to the sick girl’* 
cries and shrieks, aud the coroner's jury found 
upon her person the black and blue imprints 
of a man's fingers.
